HEREAS upon Tryals had in the late Courts of Taudicature 
within the ſeveral Colonies, vow by Their Majeſties Royal Char- 
rer United and Incorporated into one Province, by the name of 
tbe Province of the Maſlachuſetts Bay, ſeveral Fudgments 
were obtained, of which Execution remains to be done, and 

ſome others are depending by Appeal, according to the courſe and praftice of the 

Courts then in being. To the end thac there be no failure of Juſtice for want 
of a due courſe of Law, for the proſecuting, obtaining and levying of the 
ſame.

HEREAS divers great Diſorders, wicked praffices and Depradations, 
have been and are frequently commited by ſeveral of His Majrſties 
Subjefts in and upon the Seas, to the great damage and prejudice of 
His Majeſties Allies, and contrary to Treaties of Peace, and the 
good Cerreſpondence which ought to be maintained amongſ} Chriſtian Kings, 
Princes and States, is thereby leſſened and impaired. And whereas, alſo divers 
of His Maſeſties Subjefts have and do commit divers Inhumane and Hoſtile Afs and 
Depradations upon the Subjetts and Allies of divers Princes and States in Forreign 
Parts, in amity with His Majeſty ; which by reaſon of the remoteneſs of the place 
where the Fatt was committed, can very rarely be proved by witneſs indifferent, and 
many times Kill and Murder ſuch perſons being in the Ship or . Boat where ſuch Of- 
ferces are perpetrated, which ſhould bear witneſs againſt them in that behalf.

Hind foraſmuch as Builders and Workmen imployed under them, 

are oft times remiſs and negligent of their Duty in that regard, as has been found by 

experience ; ana it being therefore neceſſary and agreeable to the courſe and pra: 

Fice of His Majeſties Kingdom of England ; That ſuitable proviſion be made, 
and effenual care taken therein.

An Act for giving neceſſary. Supplics to 
the Eaſtern Indians, and for Regulating 
of Trade with them, 


HEREAS the Indians in the Eaſtern Parts of this Province, 

ſome time ſince in Hoſtility and Rebellion, having ſubmitted 

themſel ues, and recognized their Subjectim and Obedience to 

the Crown of England, have now dependance upon this Go- 
werniment for ſupplies of Cloathing and other Neceſſaries. Yo the intent theretore 
that they may be furniſhed with the ſame at ſuch eaſy Rates and Prices as 
may oblige chem to adhere firmly to the En2/jh Intereſt, 


Be it Enacted by Vis Excellency the Governour, Counci! and Lic- 
prefencacrves m General Court Aſſembled, and bp the Authority of 
rhe ſame, Thac Proviſions, Cloathing and all other Supplies fuitable ior a Suppiies for 
Lrade wiin the ſaid Indians, to the value of Six Hundred Pounds, be torthwith Trade with 
and trom ime to time procured by the Treaſurer and Receiver General of the Indians to 
this Province, or ſuch other perſon or perſons as His Excellency the Gover- Þefnt coFore 
nour, with the advice and conſent of the Council, ſhall appoint tor that pur- Mary at Sare. 
poſ., and be paid for out of the Publick Treaſury of this Province : And that -* 
a tufficient quantity of ſaid Supplies be ſent and lodged irom time to time at 
His Majelties Fort Mary at Saco, to Trade with ſuch Indians as ſhall come 
there. And at ſueh other place and places as the Governour, with the advice 
of the Council, ſhall direc and appoint, as far as the River oi St. Georges, to 
Trade with ſuch Indians as ſhall be in thoſe Parts : And chat a ſutficient 
quantity of ſaid Supplies be likewiſe ſent unto Dunſtable ro Trade wich the 
Indians of Permecook and parts thereabout, who are not to be allowed to come 
into any of the Towns upon or near Merrimack River to Trade, but only to 
Watarick, a place 1o called within the ſaid Townſhip of Dunſtable. And no 
4iave thall be allowed in the County of Flmpſtire with any Indians.

Be it further Enacted bp the Authority afozcſaid, I hac His Excellency 

the Governour, with the. advice and conſent of the Council, do appyine a 

Trude Maſ. fuitable perſon or perſons to be Truck Maſters to have the care and manage- 
ters to be ment ot the Trade with the ſaid Indians. Which Truck Maſters ſhall have 
appointed to Inſtructions given them to Sell and Diſpoſe of ſuch Proviſions, Cloathing and 
manage ſaid Supplies as ſhall be from time to time committed to them to Trade witl: tor 
Trade. the beſt profic and advantage of the Publick that they may ; So as they be 
ſure to Underſell the French ; and not to Sell any Strong Liquors to the Indi- 

ans at any time, nor to truſt them for any conſiderable matcer, nor to take any 
conſiderable pledge of them, nor the forfeiture thereof at any time. And the 

faid Truck Maſters ſhall return and deliver unto the Treaſurer or ſuch other 

perſon or perſons as ſhall be appointed as aforeſaid, for procuring the ſaid Sup- 

plies, all ſuch Goods, Skins, Pelcry, Caſtorium, and other things as ſhall be 

produced, or come to their hands by the ſaid Trade with the Indians, 

or in lieu of the Goods that ſhall be Sold unto them ; to be by the 

ſaid Treaſurer, or other perſon or.perſons as aforeſaid, Sold and Diſpoſed to 

the beſt advantage, and the produce theredf to be laid out in procuring ſuch 

further Supplies as there may be occaſion.

dians. Indians in any place within this Province,to the Eaſtward of P:ſcaraqus River 
or in any other place or places on or near Merrimack River, or Naſhaway Ri- 
ver.On pain that every perſon or perſons ſo Trading, ſhall Forfeit the Sum of 
Fifty Pounds, and all fuch Goods as he or they ſhall have been Trading with 
or for, and the Veſlel or Veſſels ſuch perſon or perſons ſhall have been Tra- 
ding in or with, or the value thereof. One Moiety of the ſaid Forfeicures to 
be unto His Majeſty, to be laid out in procuring ſupplies to Trade with the 
{aid Indians on account of the Province, and the other moiety to him or 
them that ſhall inform and fue for the fame, in any of His Majeſties Courts 
within this Province that ſhall have cognizance thereof, And the Comman- 
der or Truck Maſter on Board any Veſſel to be improved for Trading with 
P the Indians to the Eaſtward of Piſcataqua River, ſhall be, and hereby is im- 
Irv 6 of powred to Seiz any Veſlel or Veſſels that ſhall have been Trading with the In- 
_ Gians, and ſhall be afterwards met with by him, and ſhall bring or ſend ſuch

And all perſons that ſhall be imployed as Truck Maſters, or otherwiſe rela-
